Pentagon 
Set to Cut 
Its Budget 


Washington 

The Pentagon budget will actu- 
ally shrink next year, for the first 
time since 1998, under a propos- 
al released by the Obama admin- 
istration that will cut the size of 
the Army and Marine Corps, trim 
the number of fighter aircraft 
and ships, and seek congressio- 
nal approval for another round of 
military base closures. 

The cuts are part of a broader 
effort by the Pentagon to decrease 
its projected spending by $487 bil- 
lion over the next 10 years, in accor- 
dance with a deficit-reduction deal 
President Obama reached with 
Congress in August. 

The budget is also an attempt 
to realign the Pentagon’s accounts 
with Obama’s new military strategy, 
which he unveiled this month. 

Defense Secretary Leon E. 
Panetta called the cutbacks a “diffi- 
cult undertaking” but said officials 
would not slash overall military 
capabilities: “We have developed 
a complete package, aligned to 
achieve our strategic aims.” craig

Egypt Restricts Activists' travel 


Backstory 

By investigating civil society groups, Egypt's embattled military chiefs 
appear to be trying to prove that foreign organizations have been funding and 
orchestrating recent waves of anti-government protests. U.S. officials have 
said the intimidation of such groups could jeopardize U.S. military aid to Egypt, 
which totals more than $1.3 billion a year. Congress has adopted a resolution 
that will not allow such aid to Egypt without a certification that the govern- 
ment is carrying out a democratic transition, (the Washington post)

Cairo 

Egypt banned at least 10 Amer- 
icans and Europeans from leav- 
ing the country, including the 
son of U.S. Transportation Sec- 
retary Ray Lahood, hiking ten- 
sions with Washington over a cam- 
paign by Egypt’s military against 
groups promoting democracy and 
human rights. 

The travel ban was part of an 
Egyptian investigation into foreign- 


funded democracy organizations 
after soldiers raided the offices of 
10 such groups last month, includ- 
ing those of two U.S. groups. 

The investigation is closely 
linked with Egypt’s political tur- 
moil since the fall of Hosni Muba- 


rak nearly a year ago. The ruling 
generals have accused “foreign 
hands” of being behind protests. 

Opponents say the generals are 
trying to silence organizations they 
fear will undermine their manag- 
ing of the country. 


The ban became public after 
Sam LaHood, Egypt director of the 
U.S.-based International Repub- 
lican Institute, was turned away 
from Cairo’s airport Saturday. 

“It’s a dark signal for groups 
who are interested in doing this 
kind of work,” LaHood said. 

Egypt’s military has been locked 
in a confrontation for months with 
protesters who demand it immedi- 
ately hand over power to civilians. 
Hundreds of protesters camped 
Thursday in Cairo’s Tahrir Square, 
a day after several hundred thou- 
sand people massed there to mark 
the one-year anniversary of the

Iraq will take legal action to ensure 
justice for the families of 24 Iraqi 
civilians killed in a U.S. raid in 
Haditha seven years ago, a gov- 
ernment spokesman said Thurs- 
day, after the lone U.S. Marine 
convicted in the killings reached 
a deal to escape jail time. 

Residents in Haditha have 
expressed outrage at the U.S. mil- 
itary justice system. 

“The Haditha incident was a 
big crime against innocent civil- 
ians,” said Ali al-Moussawi, an 
Iraqi government spokesman. “We 
will follow up all legal procedures 
and judiciary measures” to seek 
justice, he added. 

Iraq’s Justice Ministry declined 
to comment, and Marine Corps offi- 
cials said they do not comment on 
such announcements. 

“Our client’s military justice 
case has concluded,” Neal Puckett, 
Staff Sgt. Frank Wuterich’s attorney 


Backstory 

The raid in Haditha, a town of 
about 85,000 people about 140 
miles northwest of Baghdad, took 
place on Nov. 19, 2005. Marine Staff 
Sgt. Frank Wuterich, 31, was origi- 
nally accused of unpremeditat- 
ed murder for telling his troops to

In the lore of the U.S. political sys- 
tem, debates are among the most hal- 
lowed of rituals. From Lincoln-Doug- 
las on, they have been the moments 
when voters are supposed to have an 
opportunity to get to know their can- 
didates, contrast their ideas and eval- 
uate their mettle. 

But this campaign season, it might 
be fair to ask: Are Americans getting 
too much of a good thing? 

As of Thursday, there have been 19 
debates among the GOP contenders. 
No other events have played so great 
a role in turning the party’s normally 
orderly process of picking a standard- 
bearer into a roller coaster ride. 

“There’s no question that the 
debates have devolved into one part 


soap opera, one part reality TV, one 
part C-SPAN,” said Republican strat- 
egist Todd Harris. 

Debates were the undoing of once- 
promising former Minnesota Gov. 
Tim Pawlenty and Texas Gov. Rick 
Perry. They made brief front-runners 
of Minnesota Rep. Michele Bachmann 
and businessman Herman Cain, two 
otherwise unlikely ones. 

And without them, former House 
speaker Newt Gingrich would not have 
been able to resurrect his dying cam- 
paign, not once but twice. 

The long season of debates has 
undoubtedly made the hopefuls famil- 


iar to many. One could argue it has 
shifted the balance of power from 
the party establishment to an elec- 
torate apparently eager to engage: 
Ratings show the debates draw huge 
audiences. 

But some worry that Republicans 
are putting too much emphasis on 
candidates’ debate performances. 

“The general election is not going 
to be 17 debates. It is going to be 
three,” said Karl Rove, who was Pres- 
ident George W. Bush’s top politi- 
cal adviser. He is concerned that the 
debates have taken away from candi- 
dates’ other priorities, such as deep- 


ening their messages. 

Worse, said Mickey Edwards, a 
vice president at the Aspen Insti- 
tute, “people aren’t thinking about 
the qualities it takes to be president. 
They’re thinking about who can give 
Obama a bloody nose.” 

The debates have become a pow- 
erful factor in the race. Exit polls sug- 
gest that Gingrich’s performance in 
two debates last week was crucial in 
his stunning victory in South Caro- 
lina, which interrupted former Mas- 
sachusetts governor Mitt Romney’s 
glide path to the nomination. 

Some predict that future candi- 
dates will avoid repeating this sea- 
son’s marathon of debates. “You’ll 
never see this debate-itis again,” said 
Katon Dawson, a former South Caro- 
lina Republican chairman. 

Others suggest this kind of frenzy 
will become the new norm. 

“The ball starts rolling, and 
nobody wants to be the one to say, 
T won’t participate,”’ Edwards said.

Moving on Up 

You probably thought the big event in Washing- 
ton this week was the State of the Union address. 
But the real movers and shakers in town — or, 
at Least, the movers — were at the 91st annual 
Transportation Research Board meeting, a gath- 
ering of 11,000 of the world's foremost experts 
on road dust, aviation security, bus rapid transit, 
crosswalks and just about every other aspect of 
how we get around 


For some reason, they let me 
attend, too. So I set out on a route 
through the sessions, meetings and 
poster displays to seek the latest 
findings about D.C. 

First stop: “Research on Bike 
Sharing,” where I met Darren Buck, 
who presented his study showing 
that Capital Bikeshare use is high- 
er in areas with more available bike 


lanes. For every kilometer of bike 
lane within a half-mile area around 
a CaBi station, there were an addi- 
tional 0.85 rides per day. 

Then I popped my head into the 
panel discussion “Social Media and 
Public Transportation” just in time 
to hear Metro’s director of commu- 
nications, Dan Stessel, get a shout- 
out for embracing Twitter — and for 


actually putting social media links 
on Wmata.com this past year. 

But the most educational part 
of my TRB tour was “Transit State 
of Good Repair, Part 2.” Yes, the 
sequel. Last on the list of speak- 
ers was WMATA’s 
Dave Kubicek, who 
discussed “verti- 
cal transportation,” 
aka escalators, aka 
the bane of Metro’s 
existence (and a par- 
ticularly hot topic, 
given the south 
entrance shutdown 
at the Dupont Circle station start- 
ing next week). 

When an older gentleman got 
up and asked whether the Metro 
system’s design is overly reliant on 
escalators, Kubicek responded with 
a resounding “Yes!” and proceed- 
ed to indicate that he’s looking for 
places where escalators could be 
replaced by stairs. With that old- 
fashioned kind of vertical trans- 
portation, you don’t need to worry 
about manufacturers going out of 
business or obsolete technology, and 
you gain more space. “If we need to 
have an escalator, we’d better have 
a good reason,” he said. 

After the panel, Kubicek was 
cagier about the stairs situation, 
refusing to say that any specific 
escalators are on the outs. “We’re 
doing capacity studies right now,” 
he told me, noting that escalators 
are designed to help move people 
through the system, and that’s 
becoming more critical as the 
crowds continue to grow. And he 
had nothing but praise for the new 
escalators at the Foggy Bottom sta- 
tion: “Those are industrial strength 
— not made for the mall.” 

Whether it’s the State of the 
Union or the State of Good Repair, 
all of us regular folks just want 
things to be working.

On Thursday, NASA 
head Charles Bolden was at Arlington 
to help lay wreaths in memory of the 
Challenger and Columbia astronauts as 
well as two Apollo 1 astronauts buried

Metro Board: Fare Hikes Likely 


Agency floats plans 
for passes, surcharge 
to help budget deficit 

Washington 

Metro riders are likely to see fare 
hikes this year, the transit author- 
ity’s board decided Thursday — 
the same day Red Line commuters 
faced a long and chaotic morning 
rush hour due to a broken rail on 
the system’s busiest line. 

The board voted to put before 
riders in public hearings proposed 
fare hikes for rail and bus, plus a 
5-cent surcharge on two stations in 
each jurisdiction to help pay for pro- 
posed station improvements. Metro’s 
board also will float a plan for two 


28-day rail passes. The board’s res- 
olution does not endorse a specific 
amount for fare increases. 

The board, facing a $116 mil- 
lion shortfall in Metro’s next bud- 
get, must approve a plan for fiscal 
2013 by July 1. Metro expects to hold 
public hearings in February and 
March, officials said, but is work- 
ing with possible venues to deter- 
mine times and locations. 

General Manager Richard Sar- 
les had proposed a menu of chang- 
es earlier this month, including 
increasing fares by an average 
of about 5 percent, raising park- 
ing fees, eliminating a rush-hour 
surcharge and asking local juris- 
dictions to increase their subsi- 
dies for the $1.6 billion operating 
plan. Under Sarles’ plan, the actu-

A meltdown on the Red Line 

Thursday morning illustrated Met- 
ro’s service problems at the same 
time as the board heard a safety re- 
port on how Metro is doing in meet- 
ing safety recommendations from 
the National Transportation Safety 
Board and the Federal Transit Ad- 
ministration. At about 6:30 a.m., a 
rail operator reported a cracked rail 
on the Red Line's inbound track be- 
tween the Friendship Heights and 
Tenleytown stations, Stessel said. 
By about 12:30, crews had replaced 
a 40-foot piece of rail. Dave Kubicek, 
Metro’s deputy general manager,

Sarles had also pushed for an end 
to paper passes. Currently, Metro 
has several types. One is a seven- 
day pass for unlimited rides, known 
as a “fast pass,” which costs $47. 
Another is a seven-day pass that 
costs $32.35 and can be used for 
short trips at peak times and unlim- 
ited travel at other times. 

Sarles had pushed for elimi- 
nating a $9 all-day pass and the 
$32.35 short pass to try to push 
riders to use electronic SmarTrip 
cards, which officials have said 
are more efficient than paper fare 
cards. Only 4 percent of Metro’s rail 
riders use passes, said Dan Stessel, 
the authority’s chief spokesman.

Firing Saunders may 
be the first of many 
moves for Wizards 

The Wizards 

Heading into this unique NBA year, 
the playoffs were an unrealistic 
expectation for the rebuilding Wiz- 
ards. Mere progress was the goal, 
a simple step to help the franchise 
get back to respectability. 

But what’s happened over the 
course of the first 18 games of the 
season has been nothing short of 
a disaster. 

The Wizards (3-15) — who enter 
Friday’s game against the Houston 
Rockets tied with the Charlotte 


Bobcats and New Orleans Hornets 
with the lowest win total in the 
league — have devolved into one 
of the league’s punch lines. 

Putrid performances, egotis- 
tical play, fan dissatisfaction and 
player regression added up to what 
would seem to be the first of many 


major moves looming for Wash- 
ington — the firing of exasperat- 
ed coach Flip Saunders and pro- 
motion of assistant coach Randy 
Wittman on Tuesday. 

“I was disappointed that in 
some games we lacked confidence 
and weren’t competitive,” Wiz- 


ards owner Ted Leonsis wrote on 
his blog. “I can take losing dur- 
ing rebuilding; but I wanted to 
see progress as to chemistry being 
developed on the team.” 

Quite simply, it appeared as if 
the inmates were running the asy- 
lum, with Washington’s players 
tuning out Saunders as he tried to 
coach and motivate them.

“It’s a new day,” veteran Roger 
Mason Jr. said. “Randy Wittman 
is Randy Wittman. He’s not Flip 
Saunders. He’s going to do things 
his way, and it’s going to be a dif- 
ferent voice. Hopefully, we respond 
better than we did with the previ- 
ous coach.” 

It’s notable that the Wizards, 
in their first media availability 
in the aftermath of the coaching 
change, chose Mason and John 
Wall, pointedly not giving Andray 
Blatche, JaVale McGee or Nick 
Young the floor. 

Those three players are endem- 
ic of the Wizards’ issues, with 
Blatche complaining about his role 
and telling people to “shut up” on 
Twitter; McGee doing competi- 
tion-style dunks during blowout 
losses; and Young never meeting 
a shot he wouldn’t take, regardless 
of the situation. 

But it’s been Wall’s early season 
struggles, combined with his seem- 
ingly miserable on-court appear- 
ance, that perhaps caused Leonsis 
and CO. the most concern. 

In many ways, Wittman’s hir- 
ing appears to be putting a finger 
in the dike considering the myriad 
issues the Wizards will face over 
the next few months, but the new 
man in charge is going to give it his 
best shot. “I’m not real happy about 
this, but I believe these guys are 
better than what they are,” Witt- 
man said.

Eli Manning took home the MVP. 
Plaxico Burress had the game-win- 
ning catch. David Tyree got the big- 
gest prize in the 2008 Super Bowl 
— an unforgettable moment that 
forever will be his. 

No play in the New York Giants’ 
17-14 victory over the New Eng- 
land Patriots has been shown more 
than Tyree’s fourth-quarter catch 
of a ball against his helmet with 
defender Rodney Harrison draped 
over him. It led to Manning’s last- 
minute touchdown pass to Burress 
and changed Tyree’s life. 

The New Jersey native became a 
hero in the New York metropolitan 
area, earned up to $15,000 in fees 
per appearance, made numerous 
television and radio appearances 
and wrote a book. 

“The truth of it was I was never 
going to have a moment ever in my

career that was going to eclipse 
that,” Tyree said in a conference 
call about what is known as “The 
Catch” in Giants history. “It gave 
me a sense of peace as far as mov- 
ing on and knowing I had a career 
that I can be satisfied with.” 

A sixth-round draft pick out of 
Syracuse by the Giants in 2003, 
Tyree didn’t do much after the 


Super Bowl. He hurt his knee and 
missed the following season, and 
spent his last year with Baltimore, 
failing to make a catch. He retired 
in 2010 after signing a one-day con- 
tract with the Giants. 

Off the field, Tyree has turned 
around his life. His days of drink- 
ing alcohol and smoking marijua- 
na are long behind him and he has 
become born-again Christian 

Tyree plans to attend the Super 
Bowl next week and he said he 
might get a few speaking engage- 
ments out of it. He says he has 
watched the Giants’ current run 
to a Super Bowl rematch with the 
Patriots and he marvels at the sim- 
ilarities, calling them spooky. 

Tyree had three catches in the 
Super Bowl, including one for a 
touchdown. But the one everybody 
remembers is the 32-yarder on a 
third-and-5 play with 1:15 to play 
and the Giants trailing the then- 
unbeaten Patriots 14-10. 

Call it fate. But it’s a catch that 
made Tyree famous and gave 
him a place in football history.

For Glory 

RoLL up a few homemade meatbaLLs 
to bring spicy style to your next party 


Stop clWciy from the Chef 
Boyardee can and stop humming 
“On Top of Spaghetti” already. The 
meatball — the comfort food clas- 
sic common to cuisines as dispa- 
rate as Afghani (lamb kofte kebabs) 
and Andalusian (saffron albondi- 
gas) — has rolled back into style at 
restaurants and at parties. 

And while making your own 
meaty orbs takes time, the pro- 
cess isn’t difficult, and it yields 
a crowd-pleasing party food. 
“Everyone loves a good meat- 
ball,” says Casa Nonna exec- 
utive chef Amy Brandwein 
(1250 Connecticut Ave. 

NW; 202-629-2505). 

“They’re simple but 
also very compli- 
cated.” 

To begin, 
you’ll need 
to start press- 
ing the flesh, so 
to speak. Basically, 
a meatball involves 
finely ground meat, 
which boasts a consis- 
tency that mixes well 
with spices and forms 
easily into rounds. 

The type of meat 
you choose can be 
based on what you 
like or the type of 
cuisine: Pork is nice 
in Asian meatballs; 
lamb lends a pungent 
earthiness to Mediterranean ver- 
sions; and a combination of beef, 
veal and pork works well for Ital- 
ian-style polpette. 

Game — venison, goat or duck 
— can also work well, though you 


will have to add more fat to these 
lean meats to assure flavor and 
moistness in the final product. This 
is easily accomplished by grinding 
the skin along with duck breast 
and legs, adding goat cheese when 
you’re working with goat or incor- 
porating some butter into 
your venison mix. 

To get your ground 
meat to hold its shape, 
you’ll need binding. Like 
many meatball-makers, Dan- 
iel Holzman, executive chef/ 
co-owner of the three Meat- 
ball Shops in New York, 
and co-author of “The 
Meatball Shop Cook- 
book” ($28, Ballantine) 
uses a combo of eggs 
and bread crumbs 
as “mortar.” “Eggs 
are glue,” he says. 
“The perfect ratio is 
one egg for every one 
pound of meat and 1/4 
cup of crumbs.” 

Whether you 
want to make mini- 
meatballs (1/2 inch 
around) or super- 
sized spheres (1 1/2 
inches wide or larg- 
er), firmly pack the 
meat as you roll it in 
your hands. This 
ensures that the 
meatballs will 
cook evenly 
and hold together. An ice 
cream scoop makes the 
process neater and keeps 
balls similar in size. 

The best meatballs pos- 
sess a juiciness that can be

difficult to achieve. Brandwein’s 
polpette, an Italian style ball, boasts 
an unusual secret ingredient that 
helps keep things juicy. “You put 
milk-soaked bread into the mix to 
make the texture soft,” she says. 
“Dried bread crumbs can make 
it come together, but they won’t 
make it tender.” 

The Source’s (575 Pennsylvania 
Ave. NW; 202-637-6100) executive 
chef, Scott Drewno, suggests anoth- 
er technique. “We always sear our 
meatballs before we bake them to 
get a good crust on the outside,” 
he says. “That helps seal in mois- 
ture.” He recommends using an oil 
to complement the flavors of your 
meatball, such as a peanut oil for 
recipes from the Far East and olive 
oil for Italian ones. 

There are two main ways to 
cook meatballs: braising or baking. 
Drewno prefers the former. “That 
slow simmering really gives you a 
moist meatball,” he says. 

Silver Spring food blogger Jill 
Grozalsky of Cuisine Queen (Cui- 
sinequeenblog.com) endorses bak- 
ing because it creates a crispy, car- 
amelized exterior. However, she 
warns that it’s easy to dry out your 
meatballs in this final stage of the 
process. “Check them five minutes 
before you think you need to take 
them out,” she says. “Nothing ever 
cooks for exactiy the length of time 
in the recipe.” 

Meatballs can be served in many 
different ways, whether you plop 
them in a sandwich, spoon them 
over pasta, float them in soup or 
simply munch on them appetizer- 
style like you would at Ikea. “I like 
them on skewers or toothpicks,” 
Grozalsky says. “That way, if you 
have a drink and you’re mingling, 
you don’t get your hands dirty.” 


Spices such as cumin, coriander, 
turmeric and paprika give this 
subcontinent-style version a 
flavorful kick. 


Ingredients 
» 2 tablespoons olive oil 
» 2 pounds ground lamb 
» 1/2 cup bread crumbs 
a 2 large eggs 

» 1 cup chopped fresh cilantro 
» Juice from one lemon 
» 1/4 cup tandoori spice mix 
(recipe follows) 

» 2 teaspoons salt 


Makes About Two 
Dozen Meatballs 

Preheat the oven to 450 F. Drizzle 
the olive oil into a 9xl3-inch baking 
dish, coating evenly. Set aside. 

Connbine the ingredients in a Large 
mixing bowl and mix by hand. 

RoLL into firm, golf ball-size meat- 
baLLs (about 1 1/2 inches). Place 
the balls in the baking dish, being 
careful to Line them up snugly and in 
even rows to form a grid. 

Roast for 20 minutes, or until 
the meatbaLLs are firm and cooked 
through. A meat thermometer in- 
serted into the center of a meatball 
should read 165 F.

Space Is 
Tight, But 
Ideas Are 
Abundant 

Studio dwellers embrace 
minimal square footage 

Decor 

In the middle of his 400-square-foot studio, 
in a small space carved out between a book- 
shelf, sundry chairs and a bed, Jeff Watkin- 
son, who is 6 feet 1 inch tall, balances on a 
2 1/2 -foot imitation surfboard with a roll- 
er underneath it, lurching back and forth 
across the floor. 

“This is a very strong workout; it just 
mimics surfing,” he says. 

His objective is not so much to demon- 
strate his athleticism as it is his knack for 
saving space via multifunctional furniture. 
Having moved into his Kalorama studio 18 
months ago, the 32-year-old who works in 
investment sales has employed a number of 
tricks to create room for activities like exer- 
cise. He stores his clothes in his TV console, 
he converted his bookshelf into a bar, and 
he has a gateleg table that, unfolded, seats 
seven or eight. 

Watkinson’s apartment represents one 
of the most fundamental ideas in small- 
space living: multifunctional decor. Con- 
sidering the minimal square footage of a 
studio, furnishing one requires an inordi- 
nate amount of thought. 

“Rarely would we design a studio where a 
piece of furniture only serves one function,” 
says Jason Claire, the co-owner of furniture 
and design store Vastu (1829 14th St. NW;

202-234-8344), which has been 
fashioning Washington interi- 
ors, teensy and grand, for almost 
a decade. 

Mounted bookshelves and 
glass-top desks are some of 
Claire’s go-to tricks. “The more 
molding you can see, and the 
more you can trace the actu- 
al shape of the room, the more 
open it’s going to feel,” he says. 
“So if that means hanging stuff 
on the walls to get it off the floor 
or using thinner legs on tables, 
that’s better.” 

Brooke Traeger’s multipurpose 
object of choice is the ottoman. 
As president of the Washington 
chapter of the American Society 
of Interior Designers, she recom- 
mends transforming this acces- 
sory (which primarily serves as 
a footstool) into a small coffee 
table by placing a large, similar- 
ly shaped tray on top. Ottomans 
can also be used as chairs and are 
often hollow, with space for stor- 
age inside. Relegating unsight- 
ly belongings to hidden spaces 
such as these is a golden rule of 
studio living.

“Everything is built into the 
walls, especially in the kitchen," Little says. 
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Vastu’s Jason Claire 
helped Mark Tiner cre- 
ate a cohesive look for 
his Logan Circle studio 
co-op. Tiner conserves 
space by transforming 
his sofa, back right, into 
a full-size mattress 
in the evening. 


Little, an elementary educa- 
tor, divided her long and rectan- 
gular apartment into rooms with- 
out walls. She created an entr 3 rway 
using the back of her couch, which 
runs perpendicular to the studio’s 
door and forms a boundary that 
defines where the apartment’s 
next section — the “living room” — 
begins. The sitting area is then dis- 
tinguished from a bedroom area by 
a square, backless bookshelf 

“Open-back shelving is great 
because you can put it in front of 
your windows and display books 
and knickknacks,” Traeger says. 

Which brings Little to her least- 
favorite aspect of the apartment. 
“Light has been my biggest chal- 
lenge,” she says. “I was house hunt- 
ing in the winter, and it was dark. 
I didn’t know what was out these 
windows, and I face walls.” 

Her open-back shelving allows 
what little light comes through the 
one window in the main room to 
reach as much of the apartment

as possible. Sever- 
al full-length mir- 
rors on opposite 
walls reflect the light, 
opening up the space. A 
wall lamp, directed toward the 
ceiling above her bed, changes the 
room’s feel. “This kicks up a lot of 
light, so it’s a sun-filled room dur- 
ing the day,” she says. 

But not all illumination — 


sunshine or oth- 
erwise — is equal. 
“We usually think 
of light in multilevels, 
so there’s natural light; 
there’s overhead light; there’s 
table and floor lighting; and then 
if you’re entertaining, there’s can- 
dlelight,” Claire says. “By mixing 
those different levels, it’s usually 
the most pleasing, complementa- 


ry light. We usually try to mix at 
least three of those to provide a 
warm, inviting space.” 

One of the only areas fully 
divided from the rest of Little’s 
apartment is her kitchen, large 
enough for no more than two 
people at once. To save coun- 
ter space, she mounted various 
things, including her microwave 
and a dish rack, on the walls. This 
includes a spice rack, a magnetic 
knife strip and her pans, which 
she hung via hooks. 

“I was looking for a pot rack 
forever and I couldn’t find any- 
thing that made sense. I final- 
ly just threw two hooks up there 
and that made a huge difference 
for storage,” she says. 

White dishes and clear cups 
are other sure bets for the kitchen 
because of their versatility. 

“In a small space, you usually 
don’t have much cabinetry, and 
[neutral dishware] kind of goes 
with anything,” says Kathryn 


Bechen, author of “Small Space 
Organizing” ($13, Revell). Bechen 
recommends saving pops of color 
for small-detail items such as nap- 
kins and placemats. Avoiding large 
pieces with patterns or bright col- 
ors keeps rooms from getting too 
busy in appearance. 

Allie Mann, a project designer 
at Case Design (4701 Sangamore 
Road, Bethesda; 301-229-4600) 
recommends muted, neutral paint 
colors, “particularly if the walls 
or lack thereof do not offer a lot 
of definition.”

When Mark Tiner came to 
Vastu in 2007 for help decorating 
the 325-square-foot studio co-op 
he had just purchased in Logan 
Circle for $200,000, he wanted 
to base the space’s color palette 
on a shade of green in a pair of 
his Pumas. 

“We just introduced a splash 
of color and carried that color 
through the whole space. Then, 
we riffed on that, so we did pillows 
and various textures and patterns 
that kind of had a little bit of that 
color,” Claire says. 

Tiner’s piece de resistance is 
his “sofa,” which is only a sofa by 
day. At night, he takes off the thick 
layer of throw pillows that line the 
back and removes the green slip- 
cover, revealing a full-size mat- 
tress resting on a sofa frame. Space 
was so tight when he moved in that 
he got rid of his queen-size mat- 
tress to save the six or so inches 
in either direction. 

“I don’t need a ton of square 
footage to make me happy,” says 
Tiner, 43, a lobbyist for a defense 
company. “What makes me happy 
is the vibrancy of the neighbor- 
hood, interesting people — and 
that’s more important to me than

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Lighting 
Up Debate 


Secondhand smoke 
sparks conflict in 
multi-unit buildings 

Issues 

If your home is your castle, you 
should be able to do an 3 rthing legal 
you want in it, including lighting 
up a cigarette, right? 

Some residents in the Wash- 
ington area are challenging that 
notion, arguing that secondhand 
smoke seeps through the walls 
and affects their health. In some 
recent cases, residents have taken 
steps to prevent their neighbors 
from smoking in their own units, 
following the lead of condo asso- 
ciations and groups of residents 
across the country. 

The issue pits neighbor against 
neighbor, has taken over home- 
owner association agendas and 
has caused a major legal debate 
over public health and the individ- 
ual rights of homeowners. Federal 
incentives have led cities from Aus- 
tin to Boston to prohibit smoking 
in public housing. In 2006, a Man- 
hattan judge ruled that secondhand 
smoke could be a breach of “war- 
ranty of habitability” under New 
York law. And six California cities 
and counties have banned smok- 
ing in all condo units. 

Last year at the Promenade 
Towers in Bethesda, a co-op with 
more than 1,000 units, neighbors 
on the first floor complained about 
a resident chain smoker. The build- 
ing’s management took steps to 


contain the smoke by sealing gaps 
in the walls and issuing a “cease 
and desist” order to the smoker, 
who installed a second air filtration 
system. But the smoke, according 
to some residents, was still unbear- 
able. “I leave doors and windows 
open, even as I sleep,” said Xime- 
na Marquez-Dagan, whose young 
daughter has asthma. “I’ve moved 
to sleep in my daughter’s room now 
because the other side of the apart- 
ment is full of smoke.” 

For years, smoking in one’s 
home wasn’t much of a problem. 
In 1965, 42 percent of Americans 
smoked, according to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention, 
and those who didn’t were used to 
secondhand smoke in offices, stores 
and other people’s homes. Sever- 
al decades ago, smoking was even 
advertised as healthful. 

But starting with the U.S. Sur- 
geon General’s report in 1964, 
Americans have slowly turned 
against “the evil weed”; barely 
20 percent smoke today, with even 
fewer smokers in the D.C. area. 

“There is no risk-free level of 
exposure to secondhand smoke,” the 
Surgeon General’s Web site empha- 
sizes. Smoking has been banned in 
most workplaces for decades. More 
jurisdictions, including many in the 
Washington area, now ban smok- 
ing in restaurants, and some extend 
that to parks and play areas. 

“If you’re a homeowner, you 
should retain the right to smoke. It’s 
your property, and it’s a legal prod- 
uct,” said Jolyn Tenn, spokesperson 
for Forces International, alibertar-

that this was because his neigh- 
bors, the Popovics, started smok- 
ing only outside — not because the 
caulking had worked. 

Schuman eventually sued 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. in Prince 
George’s County Circuit Court 
on the grounds that secondhand 
smoke violated the “nuisance 
clause” of his mutual ownership 
contract. Darko Popovic acknowl- 
edged that cigarette smoke had 
migrated into his neighbors’ units, 
but he also told the court that walk- 
ing 75 feet to an outdoor common 
area to smoke was too much of an 
imposition and that “the whole 
thing is overblown.” Citing his 
wife’s illness, he declined to com- 
ment for this article.

In November 2011, the court ruled 
in favor of Greenbelt Homes Inc. 

“It is a decision, in my view, 
that’s going to have to be made 
by the legislature. ... I cannot find 
that there is an actionable nuisance 
in this case,” said Judge Albert 
Northrop, noting that he didn’t 
want to set a precedent and that 
there did not appear to be harm 
to Schuman’s health. 

Schuman appealed but has put 
his house on the market. “I don’t 
want to move,” he said, “but my 
fiancee and I want to have chil- 
dren, and we won’t subject them 
to secondhand smoke.” He has 
already spent more than $70,000 
on the case, he said. “I’m pursu- 
ing this because we’ve come so far 
and because this will affect a great 
many people.” 

Maryland Delegate Ben Kramer, 
who represents east-central Mont- 


gomery County, plans to introduce 
a bill this session to modify the 
“nuisance statute” so that it clearly 
includes secondhand smoke. 

Noting that “Utah’s done some- 
thing similar,” he said Maryland- 
ers would “be welcome to smoke 
in their own home unless there’s a 
legitimate complaint. This would 
put the burden of mitigating such 
a complaint on the creator of the 
nuisance, not on those adverse- 
ly affected.” 

A Push for Change 

Despite the fact that four-fifths 
of Americans don’t smoke, some- 
one circulating a petition or even 
openly complaining about sec- 
ondhand condo smoke risks oth- 
ers’ wrath. 

At the Promenade Towers and 
elsewhere, several smokers’ neigh- 
bors were nervous about a backlash 
if their comments went public. 

When Promenade Towers’ own- 
ers took the smoking ban up for 
a vote last July, the measure did 
not pass. 

“Instead of trying to solve 
their problem with the individu- 
al neighbor, they tried to get the 
whole building involved,” resi- 
dent Keith Feldman said of the 
petitioners. A smoker, he voted 
against the ban. “If people are 
thinking of moving into a build- 
ing, they should ask if smoking is 
allowed. If you’re allergic, maybe 
you shouldn’t move in.” 

The Promenade Towers’ group 
of residents who pushed for a smok- 
ing ban then asked the board to 
enact a house rule instead, but 
the board unanimously refused. 
“The bylaws give authority to make 
rules on use on parking or use of 
the common areas, but restrictions 
on uses of the unit are more spe- 
cific” and therefore legally hard- 
er to make “a mere rule” on, said 
attorney Jason Fisher, speaking 
for the co-op. 

Although smoking ban efforts 
failed at the Promenade, Marquez- 
Dagan she said she believes a more 
health-conscious public will eventu- 
ally prevail. “Change won’t happen 
anytime soon, but when it comes to 
health, eventually it does get there.”

Sales 

Matthew Branch and his wife, 
Rachel Sayre, decided to finally 
put down roots in Washington. 
After several months of searching 
for a house, the couple just made 
an offer on a detached home in 
the Northwest neighborhood of 
Takoma. Branch, 32, doesn’t seem 
particularly anxious about div- 
ing headfirst into the area’s hous- 
ing market. “I think it’ll proba- 
bly appreciate, but it’s anybody’s 
game,” he said. “It’ll be interest- 
ing to see what happens.” 

Interesting? Indeed. After all, 
it’s 2012 — six years after the coun- 
try’s housing market began its 
downward slide, and zero years 
into a full-fledged recovery. Most of 
the region has been insulated from 
the worst of the housing crisis, but 
the local market is nonetheless in 
an unpredictable spot. Here are a 
few tips on what home buyers and 
sellers should expect in 2012. 

An optimistic, yet 
cautious, outlook 

On the national scene, analysts 
are hopeful that this is the year 
home prices finally begin inch- 
ing upward again. Lawrence Yun, 
chief economist for the National 
Association of Realtors, predicts 
that low interest rates and rising 
rents will lead to a 5 percent boost 
in home sales, with prices increas- 
ing by about 2 percent. And new 
housing starts should be 15 percent 
greater than last year, said David 
Crowe of the National Association 
of Home Builders. 

But according to RealtyTrac, 
foreclosures are also slated to rise, 
which will result in a flood of cheap 
homes on the market that could 
depress prices for another year. 

The prediction for the Wash- 
ington region is generally sunni- 
er than the national forecast. But 


the area will be affected uneven- 
ly. Fully half of the region’s federal 
spending occurs in Northern Vir- 
ginia, so real estate in Arlington 
and Fairfax counties and in Alex- 
andria should continue to boom. 
But suburban Maryland had major 
job losses last year, probably pull- 
ing down housing prices in some 
areas in 2012. 

FHA vs. Fannie and 
Freddie 

One of the big housing policy issues 
of 2011 was the lowered limit on 
mortgages backed by Fannie Mae 
and Freddie Mac in October. Con- 
gress had voted to decrease the ceil- 
ing of these loans, which are eli- 
gible for lower interest rates, from 
$729,750 to $625,500 — a crucial 
difference in a high-cost market 
like Washington.

But the upper level was restored 
by Congress in November, after an 
intense lobbying effort from the 
housing industry.

Does that matter? Yes, said Keith 
Gumbinger, a vice president of mort- 
gage information website HSH.com. 
“It’s a benefit, in some ways, to the 
high mortgage balance borrower,” 
he said.

But the 
terrorists attacks have become part 
of our national mythology in the sense 
that they have seeped into the bones 
of what it means to be an American. 
Since that day, we have become a 
different people. 

That's echoed in the film through 
Oskar, who so longs for his father's 
death to have a reason and a 
purpose. There are coincidences 
that, yes, would never happen. But 
if people were willing to accept that 
coincidence is part of this archetype, 
they'd see a story of a boy searching 
a cruel world for logic and instead 
finding magic, and they'd find the 
magic, too.

Men vs. Wild 


Liam Neeson battles 
flesh-hunting wolves 
in the unexpectedly 
affecting The Grey' 

Film Review 

On its face, “The Grey” looks like yet 
another Liam Neeson action movie 
that has become de rigeur since his 
2008 breakout hit “Taken.” But even 
within its first several minutes, Joe 
Carnahan’s man-against-nature 
thriller takes on contours and shad- 


poised to become a suicide note. 

It doesn’t, and soon Ottway and 
his fellow he-men are on a plane 
bound for civilization. The plane 
won’t make it, leaving Ottway and 
six others marooned in the middle of 
a blank, icy wasteland with subzero 
winds, punishing snowstorms and 
packs of hungry wolves all howling 
for human flesh. 

Such pure, elemental motivations

ly achieves it. He expertly exploits 
Neeson’s ineffable combination of 
imposing physical strength and sen- 
sitivity, and he surrounds his lead- 
ing man with a terrific ensemble of 
character players, including Der- 
mot Mulroney, Dallas Roberts, Joe 
Anderson and Frank Grillo, who as 
the hothead Diaz, owns some of the

movie’s finest moments. 

At its core, of course, “The Gre}^” 
is all about those wolves, whose 
glowing nighttime eyes and huge, 
hulking forms occasionally make 
them seem as if they’re being 
played by refugees from the “Twi- 
light” movies.

“The Grey” executes its battle 
of the alpha males with tough- 
ness, efficiency and even artist- 
ry, as Ottway’s long, unspeakably 
difficult slog reaches a conclu- 
sion that is anything but foregone.

“Albert Nobbs” began as a short 
story and then as a play, and it’s in 
those contexts that it is best appre- 
ciated. A delicate, closely observed 
chamber piece, this affecting por- 
trait of longing, lying and leading 
double lives in 19th-century Ireland 
sneaks up on the audience with the 
quiet discretion of the enigmatic 
protagonist at its center. And, like 
him, it contains multitudes beneath 
its prim surface. 

“Him?” you ask. Albert Nobbs 
is, after all, played by Glenn Close, 
who earlier this week received an 
Oscar nomination for her portrayal 
of the character we first meet as a 
meek, impeccably groomed butler at 
Morrison’s, a modest but respectable 
hotel in Dublin. Nobbs has worked 
there for nearly 20 years, during 
which time the staff and guests have 
come to think they know him sim- 
ply as a reserved keeper of secrets. 


But two people Nobbs encounters 
— a workman, Hubert, and a maid, 
Helen (Mia Wasikowska) — con- 
front Nobbs with the secret he has 
held closest of all: that he’s really a 
woman who long ago assumed a 


man’s identity in order to survive 
and to this day doesn’t know exact- 
ly who he/she is. 

A heady mix of sexuality, identi- 
ty, class politics and romantic self-

THE ARTIST (PG-13, 100 minutes) Cap- 
ping off a year of movies dedicated to 
high-style nostalgia, “The Artist" arrives 
like the last, lightest profiterole on the 
croquembouche. “The Artist" opens in 
1927, when the dapper Errol Flynn-esque 
film star George Valentin (Jean Dujar- 
din) rules Hollywoodland as its reigning 
star, his million-dollar grin coming as 
easily as the waves of applause that 
predictably greet every one of his new 
pictures. When George crosses paths 
with an eager newcomer named Peppy 
Miller (Berenice Bejo), he’s cast in the 
role of mentor (and maybe more); but 
when talking pictures become the order 
of the day, she quickly begins an ascent 
up stardom’s ladder, while George’s for- 
tunes begin their inevitable slide, a.h. 
CONTRABAND (R, 109 minutes) When 
we first meet Chris Farraday (Mark 
Wahlberg), he has left the smuggling 
game to raise a family and build a legiti- 
mate business in suburban New Orleans. 
But when his wife’s younger brother, 
Andy, winds up in hock to a volatile drug 
dealer (Giovanni Ribisi), Chris is forced 
to take up his old ways to pay off the 
debt and to keep Andy from being shot 
in the head. Playing against type, Ribisi 
makesfor a compelling, and frighteningly 
unhinged, villain. Briggs also threatens 
Chris’ wife and his two young sons. A 
quick plan is thrown together to hop 
down to Panama on the next freighter 
and come back with a pile of counterfeit 
currency. But the plan spins rapidly, 
and bloodily, out of control. That said, 
“Contraband" delivers certain rewards, 
both expected and unexpected, m.o. 
THE DESCENDANTS (R, 115 minutes) 
George Clooney doesn’t put a foot wrong 
except on purpose in “The Descendants," 
a pitch-perfect movie that threads a tiny 
needle between comedy and devastating 
drama. Clooney’s Matt King is the wealthy 
descendant of Flawaiian royalty, who, as 
the movie opens, is watching his wife, 
Elizabeth, lie comatose in a hospital 
bed after suffering a near-fatal boating 
accident.
